The examiner respectfully disagrees. As to claim 1, Yasuda discloses the optimum parameter calculating unit 36 calculates optimum filter 
parameter based on initial parameter which meets the limitation subjecting the retrieved filter coefficients to a bandpass transformation 
corresponding to the first center frequency (see col. 10, lines 28-47) 

Claims 3-7, 9-10, 12-17 and 22-40 recites similar features or depends on claiml, they are rejected at least for the same reason as to claim 
1.
